We read not in the Scripture ofthe Eſſenes 
among the Jews, but we muſt not think,

It is ſufficient in this caſe, that the 4po

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we are not certain from their Silence that 
this Method was totally diſuſed; However 
ſuppoſing that it was; yet it may be an- 
ſwered to this Ohjection. That tho Mu- 
ſek in Religious Worſhip, is not abſolutely 
neceſſary at all Times, or at leaſt in ſuch 
a Manner; yet it is very juſtifiable where 
it may be had. Tho there are ſome Times 
and Circumſtances which will not allow 
it; yet there are other Seaſons in which 
it is much more expedient. Ihe Primi- 
tive Chriſtians were all this Time, under 
a State of Perſecution; and therefore the 
Diſuſe thereof is no greater an Argument 
againſt. Cathedral Singing, than it is a- 
gainſt Parochial Churches. The Poverty 
and afflicted State of the Church, would at 
that Time admit of neither; hut Proſpe- 
rity, by Degrees, reſtored them to both. 
The Primitive Chriſtiaus in thoſe Days, 
did never declare their Diſ{;ks to ſuch a 
Way of Worſhip, but their Condition would 
not bear it. We may as well argue againſt 
the Lſe of Muſick in the 7emiſo Church; 
hecauſe under the Babyloniſh Captivity, 
they hung their Harps upon the Wil ows, 
and refuſed to ſmg the Songs of Zion in & 
ſtrange Land, to thoſe who carried them 
Captives. When inge were the Nurſing 
Fathers, and Queens the Niuſng Mothers |

for Divine Worſhip, and ſbon fertled this
